T he Chímese B ill In th e B ouse. 
W ash in g to n , February 21st.—Under the 
monthly call of committees for motions to 
suspend the rules, Representative Page, on 
behalf of the Committee on Education and 
Labor, offered a resolution making the Chinese 
bill a special order for consideration on the 
second Tuesday in March, and from day to 
day thereafter until bnally disposed off, sub­ 
ject to the regular annual appropriation bills. 
The Speaker put the question upon the adop­ 
tion of the resolution, and a division showed 
that 69 members favored, 35 opposed it—not 
two-thirds in the affirmative. Page then de­ 
manded that the vote be taken by tellers, 
and the Speaker designated him and Sparks 
(Democrat) of Illinois to act as tellers; but 
Sparks declared that he was ineligible, as be 
had voted on the saíne side as Page. Where­ 
upon Morse, the single Democratic member 
from Massachusetts, who happened to be 
near at hand, exclaimed, “ I’m opposed to 
the bill; take me.” The Speaker, however, 
selected Burrows (Republican) of Michigan, 
who had also voted against the motion. As 
Page advanced to take his position, he deliber­ 
ately violated the rule which prohibits debate 
on such a motion, by eaying, with a volume of 
voice that was heard above a dozen calls to 
order throughout the House, “ This bill was 
assigned for consideration once by unanimous 
. consent, but it was crowded over, and this 
! mothm is to 6x another day. We shall see 
whether this House intends to carry out in 
good faith the provisions of the treaty, as all 
political ¿parties iu this country have from 
time to time pledged themselves to do.” The 
Representatives favoring and those opposed 
to the resolution successively filed between 
the tellers. At length there were no mere to 
count, and thetellera announced that 83 mem­ 
bers had voted in the affirmative and 27 
in the negative, and Speaker Ktifer was 
about to declare the resolution adopted, 
when Ellis (Democra1) of Louisiana 
vociferated a Doint of order that no quorum 
had voted. The Speaker was thus obliged to 
direct the tellers to resume their places, and 
to call upon all members who had not already 
voted to pass between them. Then ersued a 
long period of delay, and no little atxiety for 
the friends of the hill, while the Pacific coast 
members rushed around the chamber and 
searched the cloak-rooms and other lounging 
places to drum up and hurry them forward 
and vote, the Speaker from time to time sec­ 
onding their efforts by reminding the House 
that it was the duty tf every member to vote 
one way or the other, and still the total fell 
Rhort of the quorum, and the usual hour for 
adjournment was drawing ominously nigli 
Finally, however, the Speaker announced 
that 118 members had voted in the affirma 
tive against 31 in the negative. The votes 
were equally divided between Republicans 
and Democrat. Ellis, who has lately split 
off from bis party on various indeptndent 
issues in Louisisna, and therefore is not 
recognized os a Democrat in good standing, 
was j jined in his opposition to tl e Lh'n s; by 
King and one or two other of his Louisiana 
colleagues. More than an equal number of 
Massachusetts Il-publicans united with those 
of Louisiana on the occasion, and Ketcbum 
(Rep.) »f New York, who was conspicuous in 
the opposition. On the whole, however, the 
more prominent members of the House, 
without exception, either voted affirmatively 
or refrained from voting. Tne rt suit adds 
confidence to the expectation that the hill, 
when reached for actioD, will command a 
la'ge majority, and be passed in the House 
without very much difficulty 
O utlook Tor th e C blnree B lit. 
W ashington, February 21st.—The Grant 
retirement bill, which came over as unfiuhhed 
business fr*m yesterday, had the right of 
way in the Senate after the pension arrears 
resolution was disposed of this afternoon, and 
it will come up as the regular order at the 
morning hour Thursday. It is not, however, 
to give rise to much additional discussion, 
and the Pacific Coast Senators are hopeful 
that the debate upon it will terminate at an 
early hour Thursday afternoon, and that, de­ 
spite all other possinie obstructions, the Chi­ 
nese bill vail then be brought before the 
Senate. 
The I'tali (laeslio n . 
W ash in g to n , February 21st.—Senator 
Lapham has introduced a bill to amend the 
A ct establishing a Teniks'at CL-. ernment 
for Utah, and to change its name to Alta- 
mont. The bill vests the executive power 
over the Territory in a Governor appointed 
for four years, and continues the present 
Governor until the end of his term. It dis­ 
franchises all persons guilty of bigamy and 
polygamy, and mokes them ineligible as 
jurors or in any office. The bill requires the 
L-gielature to repeal the statutes authorizing 
the plurality of wive?, and provides for the 
support of destitute and homelesi wives and 
children by the erection of honses for them, 
and to levy taxes to pay therefor. Also, to 
compel the males to support their children 
born in polygamy. 
U nited States Srnnle. 
W ash in g to n , February 21st.—Hale, from 
the Census Committee, reported favorably 
the House apportionment bill, and asked for 
unanimous consent for its immediate consid­ 
eration. 
Cockrell objected, as the Senator had Dot 
yet had a chance to read it. 
Hale raid that the committee were unani­ 
mous in support of the measure, and urged 
that no time be lost, as several State Legis­ 
latures were awaiting Congressional action. 
Cockrell withdrew his otjjction, and Hale 
said that he would renew his motion later. 
The resolution declaring that the law grant­ 
ing arrears of pensions ought to be repealed, 
again came up as unfinished buainesi-. 
After several amendmuits were offered and 
rejected the whole subject was tabled—ayes 
26, noes 23. 
On motion of Logan the Grant retirement 
bill was taken up, and laid over as unfinished 
business for Thursday. 
After an executive session the Senate ad­ 
journed till Thursday. 
H ouse o f R epresentatives. 
W ash in g to n , _ February 21st. — Hewitt, 
rising to a question of privilege, referred t,o 
the recently published letter of Jacob R. 
Shipherd to Minister Hurl hut, of Pern, and 
to the use of his (Hewitl’e) name as one of 
the gentlemen with whom Shipherd claimed 
to be in confidential negotiation. As he wa3 
the only member whom Shipherd included in 
his list of Dames, it was proper to say that he 
did not know Shipherd, and had never known 
him, and that the use of his name by Ship­ 
herd was entirely without his knowledge or 
consent. He was also authorized in behalf 
of August Belmont to make a similar dis­ 
claimer. 
The House adjourned until Thnrsday.

In an interview, he 
said the admission that these siar routers will 
e-cape pnnishment, or that the Government 
has failed, is entirely wrong. The first in­ 
dictment was that the accused had entered 
into a conspiracy to defraud the Government, 
aid second, that they had made false returns. 
The trial was upon the first indictment, and 
when the Government found that Clearly, 
one of the conspirators, upon whom they 
relied to convict the others, had played them 


false, the prosecution dismisRed the suit upon 
the indictment, leaving itself free to prosecute 
the cases for making false returns in the May 
term of Court. 
T he Lapsed R ailro ad G rants. 
N ew Y o rk , February 21 it.—With regard 
to the lapsed land grants, the Mail and. Ex 
pftas’ Washington special say0: It is now 
evident that there will soon be a stir in Con 
gress on this subject. The Northern Pacific 
Railroad people have planted their lobby on 
the ground, and show considerable nervous­ 
ness ss to the i-sue. The Judiciary Commit­ 
tees of both Houses have the whole subject 
under consideration, and it is intimated by 
prominent members thereof that they intend 
to see the Government’s interests protected 
at all hazards in this relation. One of the 
members says that they intend to inquire 
carefully into the question as to whether 
the decision of Carl Schurz, when he was 
Secretary of the Interior, overruling the de 
cisión i f the Laud Office Commissioner, was 
the result of ignorance of the law, of favor­ 
itism or of venality. Some pretty rough 
things are said about Scburz in this connec­ 
tion, and they will all be investigated with 
the general subject, and, if any of them are 
substantiated, a hill will he passed directing 
the Attorney-General to add all the lapsed 
railroad grants to the public domain. The 
Northern Pacific people appeal for mercy on 
the ground, as they allege, that they have 
the entire road under contract for construc­ 
tion, and that they will complete it in two 
years. 
1’roposed Peace Congress. 
W ash in g to n , February 2lst.—Call offered 
a resolution in tbe Senate which, at his in­ 
stance, was tabled tobe printed, reciting that 
the interests of peace between nations, the 
obligations and rights which are reciprocal 
between the United States and all ctfier peo­ 
ple and Governments of America, as well es 
the comme-cial interests of the people of the 
United States, render proper that the Gov­ 
ernment of the United States, in some proper 
form, adopt moisnres to settle the contro­ 
versy between Chile and Peru, ard prevent 
the forcible dismembtrment of Peru* that a 
Congress, to be convened in Washington 
City, and composed of re prese ntativrs from 
the people and Governments of the different 
North, South and Central American States, 
for the purpose of agreeing upon some juet 
method of settlement of the questions exist­ 
ing or to arise between the Governments, 
would be a beneficial measure. Calendar. 
Serious A spects of th e S h ip h erd P eru v ian 
Schem e. 
Nf.w Y o rk , February 21st.—The Post's 
Washington special says : Some members of 
the foreign legations express the belief that 
the Shipherd Peruvian scheme was a more 
serious affair than it is generally conceded to 
be by the American public. It is more than 
a joke or dream of a visionary speculator. 
Said one of the gentlemen yesterday: “ The 
scheme was audacious and vast, but not 
crazy, by any means, and we do pot know 
yet how near it came to success. Had Cal­ 
deron been sustained even for a short time 
longer, I have reason to believe that he would 
have been a lien on any property Peru might 
have owned, and thereby enriched himself 
and his fellow-conBpirators. If Calderon 
could have issued currency to the extent of 
several millions, it might have solaced his 
friends for t^eir future disgrace by giving 
them the whole plunder they desired.”

Both motion and amendment 
were rejected, the former by a vote of 307 to 
18. Bradlaugh then walked up to the table, 
took the oath, signed without waiting for tbe 
Clerk, and declared that now, having taken 
the oath, he would take his seat. The Speaker 
toid him to withdraw below the bar. Mr 
Bradlaugh said he would obey, but would 


claim his seat. Lord Randolph Churchill 
moved that a writ for a new election be is­ 
sued, Bradlaugh having, by his action, vacated 
hi? seat. 
Gladstone moved an adjmrnment of the 
debate till to-morrow, to suable the question 
to be discussed calmly. 
The members of the opposition agreed, but 
expressed a hope that the Government would 
be prepared to propose something to vindi­ 
cate the outraged dignity of the House. 
When Bradlaugh reached the table to take 
the oath, he produced a Testament, but obey- 
ipg the Speaker’s injunction withdrew below 
the bar, and then readvanced and took a seat. 
The Speaker again ordered him to withdraw, 
and he took a seat under tbe gallery.

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‘HOLD THE FORT.” 
I notice a number of newspapers giving, 
or attempting to give, a correct statement 
of the circumstances under which our 
lamented friend and brother, Judge J. W. 
McKenzie, performed the signal act of 
heroism at Altoona, none of which exactly 
coincide with a detailed statement of the 
ca?e as given to me by the “ hero” himself. 
I had been especially intimate with him 
for years. Not one word has ever fallen 
from his lips relative to this matter, to my 
knowledge. One day, learning incident­ 
ally from another of his connection with 
“ Hold the fort, for I ain commg.” I took 
occasion to ask him about it. He seemed 
at first reluctant to ttlf me, bat I pressed 
him, and this is substantially his own ac­ 
count of it. After describing the situation 
of the armie3 at Altoona and Kenesaw, he 
said : 
“ General Sherman’s eigDal corps had 
been trying to send dispatcher from Kerie- 
saw to General Corse. We could read 
the dispatches with our telescopes, bat 
could not receive or answer them back, be­ 
cause the rebel shots were so thick. The 
rebels had also a lot of sharpshooters 
posted watching cur squad, and every time 
a man would show himself they would pick 
him off. At this time General Corse came 
up aDd said, addressing the signal coips, 
‘ Who is in command here 7’ Our Captain 
was absent, and I was in charge of the 
squad, and I replied, • I am, sir.’ The 
General then asked if a message could be 
sent to General Sherman, iu answer to hia 
‘ To bold the fort, for he was coming,’ just 
read. I replied ‘ that it conld bo if it was 
absolutely necessary.’ General Corse then 
wrote out the message and handed it to 
me. It read as follows : 
To General Sherman: lam short a cheekbone 
and one ear, but can whip bell out «< them yet. 
GENERAL CORSE. 
“ I took it and the signal flag and called 
for a volunteer from my little squad. No 
man responded. I then offered the flag­ 
staff to each man and asked him if he 
would volunteer, and each declined. I 
then thought I would detail one. bnt my 
brother Tom was in the squad, and the 
thought struck me if I detailed another 
than him they would say at once ‘ partial­ 
ity.’ If I detailed him and he was shot I 
could never forgive myaelf, and it seemed 
like certain death to any one to undertake 
it. At this moment of hesitation the Gen­ 
eral, seeiDg no man goiDg forward, said 
to me firmly : • Lieutenant, I thought 
yon said 
this 
message could 
be 
6ent!’ I replied, ’It can,’ and without 
further delay I mounted the sigDal station 
and commenced sending the message, ex­ 
pecting every moment to be shot. The 
flag was about 18 feet long, and the wind 
was blowing some, and I found it very 
bard work, and felt as thongh I must give 
out before I was done. At this moment, 
when it seemed I conld stand it no longer, 
a stranger, not a member of the signal 
corps, came up behind me, put his arms 
around me and along my arms, took hold of 
the flag-staff, and, standing behind me, 
helped me to wave the answer back to 
Sherman. I do not think 1 ccnld have 
sent the whole message without help or 
rest.”—[Cor. Des Moines Register.

THS ViTi CULTURAL REPORT. 


:EE CHIJAG3 THEATER COSIKOVERSY. 


The first annual report of the Chief Ex­ 
ecutive Viticultural Ofticer, Mr. Charles A. 
Wetmore, is a very valuable document. 
Public reports are unfortunately apt to be 
perfunctory and uninstructive, but this is 
not of that class. Mr. Wetmore under­ 
stands his subject very thoroughly, is full 
of enthusiasm for it, and has consequently 
produced a report which is a really invalu 
able contribution to viticulture, and which 
no vineyardiat can afford to be without. 
The first part of the report consists of a 
jareful and clearly-written examination of 
he conditions and hindrances of vine cult­ 
ure in California. 
It is illustrated with 
wood cuts wherever necessary, and con­ 
tains much Buggestive and valuable infor­ 
mation, The second part of the report, or 
appendix, is a translation of the Practical 
Manual of Viticulture, by Professor Gus­ 
tave Foex, of the National College of Ag­ 
riculture, Montpellier, France. This man­ 
ual is calculated to be of the greatest ser­ 
vice to our viticulturists, who cannot do 
better than to study it carefully. 
Mr. 
Wetmore has surmonntcd 
many ob­ 
stacles in his work, not 
the least 
being the opposition of those mean- 
spirited vineyardists who, having diseases 
among their vines, resented any disclosure 
of the fact, preferring the destruction of 
the property of their neigL' ors to any 
remedial work on tbeir own part. Mr. 
Wetmore has been performing a great pub­ 
lic service, in a very efficient way, and his 
disinterestedness ought to have been recog­ 
nised by all who arc engaged in the busi­ 
ness he has so completely mastered. It is 
not often that the place and the man to till 
it are so completely accordant as in his 
case, and it wonld be a public misfortune 
if he shonld he driven to abandon the 
work to which he has devoted so many 
years. This first report made by him may 
be regarded as an earnest of what he is 
prepared to do, and we trust that the viti­ 
cultural interest as well as the people gen­ 
erally will sustain him in his mission, and 
afford him that frank recognition of ser­ 
vice rendered which is the very least that 
can be given by a community to a man 
who sacrifices his personal interest to a 
subject of public consequence. 


THS WHISKY TAX. 
The whisky lobby at Washington has 
persuaded the House Committee on Ways 
and Means to recommend a reduction of 
the duty on that staple to r>0 cents a gallon. 
This reduction would involve a loss of 
revenue of $25,000,000. The present Con­ 
gress seems disposed to do something 
towards the erection of an navy. The esti­ 
mates which have been made on this call 
for some $15,000,000. If Congress pro­ 
poses to reduce the taxation on whisky at 
this rate, however, there will be no sur­ 
plus revenue npon which to rely for an 
increased naval expenditure. It will then 
become necessary to impose new taxes upon 
other artisles, such as iron and steel, silk, 
cotton, woollen goods, etc. And this is what 
the Protectionists are aiming at. 
They 
wish to cut down the internal revenue 
taxes for the purpose of rendering any re- 
duotionin the tariff impracticable. As to the 
argument that it would bo easier to collect 
the whisky tax if it was reduced, that is 
not valid. 
The tax is now collected qnite 
thoroughly, indeed more closely than ever 
before, and it is sot credible that it could 
be collected any better if the tax was re­ 
duced. The country, moreover, does not 
need any cheaper whisky, 
W hat it does 
need is cheaper clothing, and tools, and 
furniture, and agricultural and other ma­ 
chinery, and that is just what tbe tariff 
men are striving to prevent it from obtain­ 
ing- 
______________ 
T he E llis Case.—In the celebrated 
Mary Eilis case iu the United States Cir­ 
cuit Court, in which Mary claims 160acres 
of land near and at the Mission, now all in 
city lots in San Francisco, and worth 
$25 000,000, the plaintiff has, because of 
alleged poverty’, been unable to serve all 
the 000 defendants, hence a motion to dis­ 
miss for want of prosecution.

A somewhat heated controversy has 
sprung up in Chicago concerning that 
hackneyed subject, the moral influence of 
the theater. It began iu a fierce onslaught 
upon the stage by a clergyman, the Rev. 
J. R. Johnson, who roundly asserted that 
the theaters of Chicago produced nothing 
but evil, and that all their representations 
were more or less morally “ filthy.” It is 
a verv common experience that in cases of 
this kind the denunciation is made by a 
person who has never seen the thrngs he 
abuses. It would appear that it is not al­ 
ways true, as Tennyson says, that “ things 
“ seen are mightier than things heard,” for 
the average clerical anathemas upon the 
stage are certainly very much stronger than 
would he indorsed by these who were fa­ 
miliar with the facts. Tne Rev. Mr. 
Johnson might have derived a useful hint 
from one of Gilbert’s “ Bab Ballads,” 
wherein an Eoglish Bishop advises a curate 
who had been pommeling the theaters to 
go and see a play. The curate goes, and 
ccmes away from the performance with the 
melancholy conviction that the stage is 
even drearier and less exciting than his 
own efforts ia the pulpit. Had Mr. John­ 
son acquainted himself with his subject 
he might buve found it necessary to dimin­ 
ish his invective, hut at the same time he 
would fcavo perceived many vulnerable 
points ia the modern theater. For while 
it is certainly absurdly untrue that the 
stage is a “ sink of iniquity,” or a “ pool 
“ of filth,” or any of the dreadful things 
which ignorant censors assert it to be, it 
must be admitted even by the most liberal 
critics that it has for some time been de­ 
generating in certain respects, and that it 
is becoming more frivolous continually. 
Tfiere are, of course, diverse ways of 
accounting for this degeneration. Mana­ 
gers afiirm that they only want to cater to 
the popular taste, and that this taste de­ 
mands sensational plays, flashy spectacles, 
and that kind of. medley known as the 
“ variety ” performance. The public, on 
the other hand, as far as their ideas can be 
got at, prefers to desire a more intellectual 
kind of entertainm ent; though they do not 
always patronize the latter when it is fur­ 
nished for them. But it is undeniable that 
there exists a practical explanation of the 
iucreascof meretricious amusements, which 
tends to show that the change which good 
friends of the theater deplore has its origin 
behind and not in front of the green cur­ 
tain. We refer to the so-called “ starring 
system,” which has done more than any­ 
thing else to abolish what are called 
“ stock companies,” and which, in abolish­ 
ing the stock companies, has made it al­ 
most impossible to produce the higher 
class of drama with any approach to per­ 
fection. Under the “ star” system, what­ 
ever play is presented is sacrificed to the 
personality of the leading actor. These 
leading actors travel all over the world, 
sometimes taking one or more “ supports” 
with them, but oftener being alone. 
Whenever they play it is necessary to col­ 
lect companies to play with them, and it 
too often happens that the companies are 
lamentably wanting in preparation, har­ 
mony, and talent. 
The result ia that people see plays 
marred and misrepresented. Shakespeare’s 
noblest creations are produced in the most 
unsatisfactory way, with a “ star” in the 
leading part and all the other characters 
represented by “ sticks.” It is the same 
with other plays. There is no longer the 
harmony and completeness which can only 
be derived from the conscientious and 
artistic performance of every part. The 
title role is elevated into unnatural pro­ 
portions, and everything else is dwarfed. 
The consequence is the destruction of the 
beauties of the drama. People go to see 
Sheridan, or Sullivan, or Barrett, or Booth ; 
they no longer go to see the plays in 
which these actors appear. And nothing 
can be more injurious to the true interests 
of the stage than this system. It has de­ 
graded the modern theater far more than 
a low condition of public ta3tc. Indeed 
it may be seriously questioned whether the 
popular fondness for spectacles and variety 
performances is not the inevitable conse­ 
quence of the natural disgust caused by 
mutilation and misrepresentation of the 
legitimate drama. And if this is the case 
it is the actors, and not the public, who 
have degraded the modern theater. No 
doubt their temptations have been great, 
but that does not alter the fact. The 
“ star” system is mainly responsible for 
the decline of interest in the legitimate 
drama, as anyone can convince himself 
who will reflect upon the past a little. 
Fifteen years ago there was a stock com­ 
pany at Maguire’s Opera House in San 
Francisco, which succeeded in retaining 
public favor for a very loDg period. Io 
that company there were very few persons 
who were not good actors. Harry Edward;.’, 
Sophie EdwiD, Mrs. Judah, Mrs. Saunders, 
Harry Jackson, Mrs. Jackson, Charles 
Thorne, were all playing there at one time. 
They were able to present meritorious play s in 
au artistic form. They worked together har­ 
moniously. They looked to the details with 
some care. There were no “ stars” among 
them, but they were all genuine actors, and 
the result was that they pleased the public, 
and kept honest plays on the stage. There 
are not many such companies in thb United 
States now. 
The “ star” business has 
scattered them to the four winds of 
heaven. 
The theatrical company has 
ceased to he an artistic combination, held 
together by a sort of family tie. Every 
actor wants to be a star. No star cares 
much for anything beyond his own special­ 
ties. This is why the legitimate- drama 
has been going out of favor, and why man­ 
agers have been compelled to rely npon 
the “ leg dra:..a,” the “ Black Crook ” and 
spectacular pieces, and the variety per­ 
formances which substitute a rapid succes­ 
sion of specialties foi the continuous play. 
We believe that any manager who had the 
courage and perseverance necessary could 
revive the former interest in the legitimate 
drama by getting and holding together a 
good stock company, however. The public 
are not so frivolous as might be inferred 
from the current theatrical performances. 
They have not ceased to appreciate ster­ 
ling theatrical performances. The trouble 
Í3 that the theaters have ceased to give 
such performances. But so long as the 
“ star” system continues we cannot expect 
much improvement, and if it is to hold its 
own the theaters will all be degraded, 
sooner or later, into variety and minstrel 
shows. 
THE END OF THE MABILLE. 
A dispatch states that the Jardin Ma- 
bille has been sold for building purposes. 
This is the not infelicitous end of a famous 
(or infamou-) place of amusement. The 
Jardin Mabille, whose imposing and brill­ 
iantly lighted archway illuminated the 
Avenue Montaigne for so maDy years, was 
the Mecca of young tourists engag’ d in t! e 
agreeable employment known as sowicg 
their wild oats. Its performances were 
whispered about among these naugb'y 
young people as being delightfully im ­ 
proper, and so great was its reputation in 


that way that even sober American deacons, 
yea, even middle-aged mammas, have 
been known to steal thither, hair disguised* 
to taste the f jrbidden fruit for themselves. 
Yet after all the Mabille was a good deal of 
a humbug. Few of the Parisians cared to 
go there. It never was equal to Cremorne 
as regarded ths quality of the entertain- 
meat. Iu fact all that was to be seen there 
was some very extravagant dancing, and 
even that was done by regularly employed 
professionals, who simulate! ijriscttes, 
cocottes, and students of the Qu .rtier Latin, 
for the delectation of les cochons An- 
glaisis, and 
for the 
amusement of 
the sinful American traveler. Occasionally 
an amateur would be drawn into the can­ 
can, and add a little excitement to the 
scene, but visitors from abroad were gen­ 
erally unaware that the whole performance 
was under strict police surveillance, and 
that a warning gesture from an agent was 
always given when the artificial fun seemed 
in danger of becoming too gross. 
As it 
was, the performance was sufficiently start­ 
ling to foreigners, who hugged themselves 
iu the delusion that at last they were wit­ 
nessing the real wickedness of Paris life. 
The company at the Mabille wa3 always 
as undesirable as possible, and any young 
man could there make acquaintances who 
would put him in the way of swift and 
thorough ruin. It was however in exceed­ 
ingly bad form, from the Parisian stand­ 
point, and in fact was probably maintained 
more as a trap for the English and American 
pigeons than because Paris was either fond 
or proud of it. To the philosopher Mabille 
presented a melancholy spectacle. 
It 
Va3 a sort of Exchange for wasted and 
ruined souls. 
All the women who went 
there were lost, and most of the men were 
on ihe high-road to moral destruction. 
W ith its flariDg lights and its blaring mu­ 
sic, its passionate Strauss waltzes, its 
delirious cancan, and its general tawdri­ 
ness and feverish pretense of merriment, it 
was very like what might be enpposed to 
be an assembly of the damned. No doubt 
thousands of lads have there taken the 
first false step which led to shame and 
ruin. No maiden could probably date her 
fall to her first attendance at Mabille, for 
no pure girl ever went there knowingly, 
unless it might be some audaciously inquis­ 
itive Daisy Miller. The destruction of 
the Jardin will probably not lessen the 
number of mau-traps with which Paris 
abounds, but at least the history of this 
particular place is thereby closed, and its 
successor will have to begin on a new page, 
which it will no doubt soon fill quite as 
full with evil. 


THE MORMONS KICKING. 
The Mormon leaders appear to be kick­ 
ing against the action of Congress. Last 
Sunday several violent sermons were 
preached in their temples and tabernacles, 
and denunciations were launched against 
the United States, Government and oeople. 
The congregations were comforted with ihe 
assurance that if the anti-polygamy bill 
was passed, the nation would “ go down in 
blood” as Guiteau used to say. Oi course 
this is natural enough under the circum­ 
stances. The Mormon leaders eannot be 
expected to abandon the fight without 
striking a blow, and they must desire to 
maintain their authority with the poor 
fools who believe iu them. But their 
outcries and threats will not help them if 
Congress doe3 its duty. They will have 
after all to let their followers realize that 
the power of the Uffiited States is para­ 
mount, and that neither Joseph Smith nor 
Brigham Young nor Tay lor nor any’ of the 
“ Apostles” can veto an Act of Congress. 
And the Mormon leaders may go too far 
in preaching resistance to the law. Their 
followers are very stupid, and may really 
believe that such a policy is a safe one. 
Nothing but misfortune can follow such a 
mistake, and in the end the head3 of the 
church will he held accountable for it. If 
they are not altogether given over to self, 
conceit, therefore, these people had better 
moderate their objurgations, and prepare to 
submit to the inevitable.

P o r tla n d , February 21st.—The British 
ship Corsica, 778 tens, struck on the Colum­ 
bia river bar last n'ght while crossing out, 
and was abandoned during the night and sank 
at 5 o’clock this morning. The crew were 
paved. The vessel had a cargo of wheat for 
the United Kingdom valued at $53,000. 
[SECOND DISPATCH. I 
A sto ria , Feb’nary 21st.—The British hark 
Corsica, outward bouud, foundered off the 
Columbia riv*cr bar this morning. The fol­ 
lowing is Captain Veysey's statement: Left 
Fort Stevens anchorage at 11 A. M. yesterday, 
in charge of Lyons, a pilot, the tug Ast-oria 
towing, drawing 19 feet 0 inches. The bar 
was apparently smooth, with no break ; wind 
light northwest to southeast; set all square 
canvas, aud pioceeded favorably to thu bar 
in the north channel; after reaching tho bar 
found a heavy swell Eetting in from thesouth- 
w tst; in crossing struck several times ; after 
the second time asked the pilot to take the 
ship back ; he said : “ If I attempt, to you 
will lose your ship sounded the pumps, ted 
found 23 inches of water ; all hands woie then 
set to working both pumps ; the sea now got 
very rough, tho ship pitching hows under ; 
asked the tug to lay by me ; the water was 
increasing on the pumps, and gaining at the 
rate of fifteen inches an hour ; the tug Fear­ 
less now came alongside and laid by nr.e, the 
tug Astoria proceeding to Astoria ; inquired 
if there was any place to beach the ship, or if 
they could tow me inside to save the cargo ; 
he replied, “ N o;” at 7 P. M. there was sev.-n 
feet of water in the hold, with two pumps 
going ; ordered the two ship’s boats out 
astern to lay by ; at 9:30 p. M. there was Dine 
feet six inches of water; at 10:30 was satis­ 
fied that we could not keep the ship free, 
there bring a heavy swell, the seas raking her 
decks and the ship laboring heavily and the 
night very dark ; after c uisultation ordered 
all hands into the boats; then followed, and 
boaraed tho Fearless, which at my requfBt 
still lay by the ship; one boat was stove 
alongsiie the tng; the wind by this time had 
gone down to almost a calm, the swell abat­ 
ing ; the ship kept afloat longer than ex­ 
pected ; at 5 A. M she foundered off Cape 
Disappointment, bearing northeast, about 
twelve milts distant; steamed all around, but 
saw no vestige of her, and returned to Astoria 
with all hands saved ; the value of the cargo 
was $46,838. 
The cargo had been sold to a French firm, 
and was insured for$7.140 iu the Commercial 
Union, and §3.000 in the London Provincial. 
The vessel was build in I860, was of wo >d, 
and was owned by John S. Hatfield & Co., 
of Glasgow. The Carnegie crossed cut im­ 
mediately ahead of the Corsica, and the Stir­ 
lingshire only a short distance behind her. 
Captain Jestty, the bar pilot of the steamer 
Oregon, who crossed in halt an hour before 
the Corsica got out, says the bar was remark­ 
ably s m o o th .___________

VINE CUTIINGS—TO THE PUBLIC. 
I take the liberty to c.utian all who intend 
to plant new vineyards this year cot to delay 
too long in securing the cuttiDgs they may re­ 
quire. Owicg to the onetantly increasing 
demands, and the rapidity ni:h which certain 
varietits have teeu and are being exhauster', 
nna the necessity of app’ying to many places 
for stocks, it Í3 impracticable to presrnt a 
catsl igue of prices which may remain fixed 
for more than a short time. 
PHTLLOXERA-Bt S1STANT VINES. 
I have received this season from Missouri 
a car-load of cuttings, most of which consist 
of the wild R .paria vine. There are also 
«une Elviras, Taylors, Clintons, Herbsmcnts 
aud Rupestiis. 
For general adaptahiUty to the greater 
variety of toils and climates, the wild Riparia 
haB, by European experience, been approved. 
It shows the same adaptability in America, 
where it grows through-lit the Mississippi 
vallty from Texas to Nebraska, and even to 
Canada. 
_ 
Iu fresh, loose soils, the Taylor and Clin­ 
ton have been found satisfactory ; hut in dry 
and-heavy soils they have, generally failed. 
The adaptability of the Elvira is not eo well 
koowu, but it appears to partake of the 
nature of the Taylor in this respect. 
The Rnpestrisis well suited to dry uplands, 
and comes from Texas. It is quite easily 
rooted from cuttings, but not as readily as the 
Ritiaria class. 
_ 
_ 
The Herbemont is of the .E.tivalis family, 
and is appreciated for its wine products, 
which are said to be resembling Sherries. It 
is much more difficult to root from cuttings 
than the preceding varieties aud species. 
It has been demonstrated in France that 
European vines grafted on American roots 
are more vigorous than upon their own, and 
bear earlier and more heavily. Hence there 
is a direct advanta-e in grafting, besides the 
protection afforded against disease. I shall 
myself graft my now vineyard on Oaliforuica 
and Arizonica seediiugs, which I believe will 
prove equally resistant to the phylloxera; 
hut I have no more seedlings this year to offer 
to the public. I have procured, however, 
seeds of the wild Riparia, Rupestris, Mul­ 
tar-g, Arizonica and Californio» species, in 
sufficient quantity to satisfy a large demand 
next year, if I succeed as well this year iu 
propagating them as I have done during the 
last year.

I cannot too strongly urge vine-growers, in 
all parts of tho Stale, to plant different vari­ 
eties for experiment, to determine which may 
succeed best in their localities and peculi-r 
soils, so that if they desire hereafter to plant 
grafting stocks, in place of diseased vines, or 
in enlarging their vineyards, they rosy know 
which to prefer. Wherever it is necessary or 
deemed prudent to make larger plantations 
now, tuu adaptability of different varieties 
not having been tested, the wild Riparia 
should be at present preferred, as offering the 
greater chances of success. Each succeeding 
year we shall have more definite information 
on this subject. This is the favorite now in 
France, having succeeded well in all parts. 
EUROPEAN VINES, 
I desire specially to call the attention of 
growers to the enperior hardiness of the 
Chauche Noir (Pinnt de l’oitou), Chauche 
Cris and Trousseau for low grounds, moist 
and subject to frost. These vines do well in 
good soils, deep and sufficiently moist, and 
can ba relied npon against late and early 
frcsts, wheu other varieties tuffer. The 
Fran ken Riesling has also attracted attention 
in this respect, but the opportunity to get 
cuttings has nearly become exhausted. 
In hot, dry places the OrleanB Rieiling ap­ 
pears to succeed well. 
The Greuache is probably tho best adapted 
vine we have for dry, gravelly or stony soil; 
it will succeed where many others absolutely 
fail. It is generally associated with two other 
Rousillou and Spani-h varieties—the Mataro 
and Csrignane. For Southern California 
these varieties are especially valuable, al­ 
though they succeed admirably in al! sectil us 
wherever tried in this State, where the cli­ 
mate is similar to that of Spain and the Med­ 
iterranean coast of France. 
The Trousseau is attracting attention fur 
its port qualities. It appears to he the same 
variety a3 the Bastardo, one of the leading 
varieties of tho Don.ro, Portugal. It is valu­ 
able in Burgundy like blends of dry wines. 
The Charbono is being sought to improve 
the color and character of clar ets. 
The Cabernet Sauviguon, al-o the Sauvig- 
non verte—the most celebrated of Bord-aux 
red and white varieties—have not yet been 
sufficiently prop-gated. Tho Cab’rnet is 
beat suited in loose, fresh, loamy and gravelly 
loamy soils ; in places where the Ziufandel 
produces well. 
The lnnse, fresh soils of the 
bay c unties are best rdspted to it. The Sau- 
vignon verte has a wider range of adaptabil­ 
ity ; it is the Lading Sauterne variety. 
The Folie Blanche, the leading variety of 
the cognac region, is a heavy bearer, and this 
year has been eagerly sought after forbraudy 
viccjards. 
The true Burgundy varieties are Ecarce, but 
should be propagated in our bay counties 
more. 
Where the varieties desired cannot at pres­ 
ent be obtained, it. is well to plant resistant 
grafting Btocke. This will afford double ad­ 
vantage, viz., protection against the phyllox­ 
era, aud time to select or import varieties to 
be grafted upon them. 
I do not mention the Zinfandel, Johannis- 
berg Riesling, Golden Chas’elas, White Mal­ 
aga, Malvoisie, etc..which are to r well known 
to require special notice ; and there are many 
valuable varieties which are too scarce for the 
large plantings of this year. 
I Bhall ba glad to fill orders for any of the 
select stocks of wine, brandy, table, shipping 
and raisin varieties, so far as it is passible. 
Prices, however, will vary from time to time, 
owing to the scarcity of certain varieties, 
which are daily being exhausted by tho nu­ 
merous orders made. Success of the vine­ 
yards planted this -year in five years hence 
will turn on the question of quality of pro­ 
ducir. Quality will be attaiued, if possible 
at all, by a judicious selection of varieties. 
Permit me to urge ail planters to plant 
olives as well as vines, and mulberries for 
shade nr ornamental trees. The products and 
uses of the mulberry, vine and olive in suc­ 
cession will solve the labor question for us in 
future, by providing continuous employment 
to workmei).

W hat power 
can stay his deadly course, or melt his unre­ 
lenting heart to pity? Ho spares not the 
high nor the humble. He withers the vigor 
of youth and destroys the gray hair of age. 
The once classic brow and brilliant eye hath 
dimmed and gone alas, glimmering through 
the dream of things that were—and memory 
lifts with its magic wand the curtain of his 
past fn i sweep3 ovar his thoughts widi 
troubled visions of dreaming sorrow. Your 
Honor, let the old man go—and take a diink 
of Sacramento straight. Give him one of 
yaur gentle adunuitioi'S, to g> and be a bet­ 
ter man—to here, forth and forever more 
spurn from him the intoxicating bowl; to 
lock not upon the wine when it is rad. Tell 
him that wine is a mocker, strong drink is 
raging,” etc. The Judge was astonished at 
the eloquence of the legal gentleman, and as 
Alex, had gone over all the ground, and 
taken all the thunder out of the Judge’s con­ 
templated lecture, his Honor only remarked, 
“ I gues3, Alex., you know how it is yourself. 
The prisoner is discharged.” 
N ew R oad.—J. C. Pierson, 1. N. B ib 
cock and J. H . Scott, viowers appointed by 
the Board of Supervisors, tosurvey a new road 
north of the American river bridge, report as 
follows: “ The road pe'itiom d for b?gi ion 
the north bank of Arcade crock, at the point 
where the present ro id crosses said creek, 
thence running north 14° 4', east 18 04 chains ; 
thence north 9’ 50', west along fence 52 40 
•chains; thence north 31®, west to Dry creek 
bridge, about three n.ileF, to a junction with 
the Nevada road. We found this route to be 
most practicable between the two points 
named, and requiring but little outlay to put 
it iu good order for travel. Two bridges, of 
twenty feet span each, will be required. Tho 
one over Tom Williams’ slough will be neces­ 
sary to be built before the road can be 
opened, and one over Aroya slough, which 
can be built la'.er in the seas-D, as it is pass­ 
able at all times, except during high water. 
A bridge is also required over Arc ule creek, 
on the lice of the old road, about 100 feet in 
length. Wo found that there is no objection 
from the owner of the property to opening 
this road, and that the light of way will be 
donated. In conclusion, we submit that it is 
our opinion that the chango contemplated 
will be beneficial to the public, and wo there­ 
fore recommend that a public highway be 
declared on this rou e.” The report was re­ 
ceived, approved and ordered on filo. The 
m ate waH declared a public highway, and the 
Road Oversi r of that district ordered to open 
the S3 me to the public. 
C ity B oabd or T k u stees — A special 
meeting tf the Board of City Trustees was 
held yesterday. All the members were pres­ 
ent. The pe'ition of H . O. Beatty, which 
w.i3 referred to the City Attorney at ths pre­ 
vious meeting, was reported back with a 
recommends: ion that the taxes be canceled.

San

defective sewerage on the abnormally high 
death rate.

I m m ig ra tio n A sso ciatio n . 
This afternoon the Board of Directors of 
the Immigration Association met to hear the 
report of tbe Secretary of the work done 
during the last month. The Secretary re­ 
ported a growing demand for information 
from immigrants ulready arrived, and fami­ 
lies, parties and colonies intending to immi­ 
grate to California from various parts of the 
world. 
T he P ro p o sed T rad e E x rh a n g e . 
Nineteen gentlemen met in the Chamber of 
Commerce yesterday, in response to a call by 
President Patrick, of the Merchants’ Kx- 
chaDge, for a meeting to consider the policy 
< f establishing in this city an Exchange, on 
the basis of those established in Eastern 
cities. In answer to an invitation to speak 
by Mr. Patrick, 11 G. Sheath said: The 
merchants of this city sre not educated np to 
doing business in an Exchange, They pre­ 
fer, he said, to run about town and barter 
and dicker all day, instead of meeting to­ 
gether and transacting business in an enlight­ 
ened way. It is doubtful, said the speaker, 
if the present manner of conducting trade 
will ever make enlightened business meu out 
of San Fra cisco merchants. Ths present 
system only educates business men up to the 
level of sharp practices. Eicn merchant is 
tryiog, in an uodeibanded, rcuodabout man­ 
ner, to make snmnthing cut of his neighbor. 
Establish an Exchance, and all this deplor­ 
able manner will be wiped out. 
Mr. Ilory, the next speaker, seid the pres­ 
ent system is responsible for tbe existence of 
merchandise brokers, half a dcz-m of whom 
sometimes make profltB out of a single order 
from a merchant. Such an Exchange as Mr. 
Sneath wants would relieve merchants of this 
tax. 
Mr. Morse explained how the wheat Ex­ 
change was established in Chicago. The first 
effort of the Chicagoans was no more success­ 
ful than had been Mr. Sr.eath's in the Mer­ 
chants’ Exchange last week, but in Chicago 
the idea bad been taken hold of by some 
young merchants, and it was now at once the 
pride of merchants, the boast of newspapers, 
and tho sorrow and affliction of St. Louis. 
A. II. Lissak, ex-membcr of the Stock 
Board, and interested in the Produce Ex­ 
change “ call ” proposition, being asked his 
views, said : *’ I really do not think I should 
be called upon to give you any advice on the 
manner of starting a “ call ” Exchange in con­ 
nection with the Merchants’ Exchange, but 
aa I have been asked to fpeak, I take it for 
granted that you want to hear my views. 
Well, 
then, 
don't 
attempt 
to 
start 
another Exchange, or graft upon the Mer­ 
chants’ Exchange the ‘call’ system. 
It 
woull be unnecessary, inexpedient, unwise 
and unsuccessful. The Seld is already fully 
occupied. The Stock Exchange supplies all 
the wants of dealers in ail kinds of shares, 
and the Produce Exchange clearly occupi s 
the fi-»ld of sptcu’ation in a.l kicds of pro­ 
duce.” 
Mr. Soeatli made a long speech, in which 
he disclaimed any intention on the part of 
tie Board of Directors of the Merchants' 
Exchange to run oppo3iTi>n to the Stock or 
Produce Exchanges. 
On the loatrary. it 
was the desire of the Directors that the Pro­ 
duce Exchange should take up its quarters 
in 'he Merchants’ Exchange bui ding. 
Mr. Vonammon objected to Mr. Snea'h’s 
attitude in this matter. If his advocacy of the 
“ call ” system wa3 simply to f..rce the Pro­ 
duce Exchange to ccme to terms, it was un­ 
dignified and unworthy of the Merchants’ 
Exchange. If he wanted the Produce Ex­ 
change to move up to California street, the 
proposition should be made openly. 
Air. Sneath thereupon acknowledged that 
he really should like to effect the removal of 
the Produce Exchange to the Alerehants’ 
Exchange bnildioe, and moved an adjourn­ 
ment until Thursday afternoon at 2 o’clock, 
hoping i > the meantime to hear from the 
Produce Ex» hange.
